Claims 1-14 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest an air filter being 
elongated in the direction of the axis about which the debris laden air is rotated. 

Claims 15 and 16 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a debris 
strake connected to the air filter for channeling debris away from the filter to the outermost orbits of the rotating flow. 

Claims 17-21 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest channeling 
debris away from the filter to the outermost orbits of the rotating flow with a debris strake connected to the filter.
